I think it wouldn't be a problem as long as you are not rapid charging 
them, because you don't have the temperature senser or other 
protection from overheating or overcharging. 

Charge them at .1C (one tenth amp-hour capacity, usually for 12-14 
hours), or take the cells out and use a seperate charger. 


This is what I do with my Icom IC-O2at with BP-4 battery case and 

some 1600 milliamp hour NiMh AA cells. I take the cells out and charge 
them. The NiMH cells certainly do hold a charge for a nice long while, 
so I don't need to charge them often. 


Telling you to only use Alkalines seems like a "CYA" thing to me.

It may take several layers to get to QRP from networking, but it is easily 
enough accomplished. For example, if my basement shack benefits from the 
use of a computer, then the operation that takes place there benefits. If 
some of that operation is QRP, then there is indeed a QRP connection. This 
is not rocket science. It could just as easily been a receiver or antenna 
improvement. Certain people also seem to DRAW the lightning-and often (it 
seems to me) it isn't that their comments are so totally wrong, as much as 
that they deliver either a different perspective, or some departure from 
what "IS" QRP. (Whatever THAT really is.) 


I sometimes think that some-many?-QRP people are much too fond of their 
holier-than-thou attitude(s) about operating, and what's xxx OK xxx as 
"QRP", and what's NOT: (YAGI antennas should not-according to some-be 
allowable as QRP, for example); and that seems all-too-frequently to extend 
over to sniping at each other when DELETE keys are right there ready when 
you are. 


The idea is: if you don't like it, DELETE it. Making comment-after-comment 
just extends the OT remark's DELETE Key usage requirements. 


I'll gladly use that DELETE key a thousand times for ONE PEARL.

> The ARRL DXCC is a contest and they do that on 30 meters. 


I'm guessing that ARRL does not view DXCC as a contest in the same way they 
view theARRL 10 meter contest, ARRL International DX Contest, ARRL UHF 
Contest, CQ DX Contest, Ten-Ten Contest, North American QSO Party, etc. 


I suspect they view DXCC like WAS, WAC, and similar "achievements." A 
contest is usually held for a specific period of time, announced ahead of 
time. It is a focused event. WAS, WAC, DXCC are not held at a specific time, 
such as the second weekend of January. 


A contest creates a lot of crowding on a band(s) where the contest occurs. 
DXCC, WAS, WAC, and similar achievements are private "journeys", where an 
individual ham makes the contacts for the particular award over any period 
of time. 


I guess it all depends on whether or not there is an announced time period 
which leads to the band crowding which is what the powers that be desire to 
avoid on the narrow WARC bands. If people are having ordinary QSOs and 
exchange FP numbers, there should be no problem with that on any band. If, 
however, FPS announce that they are going to collect FP numbers ona 
specific band during a specific period of time, then that should probably be 
avoided.
